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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference character(s) mentioned in the description: the "dissipation 
device 50", "stator 54", "rotor 52" and "shaft 58" in Para. [0016], and the "spool 84" and 
"magnetic coil 68" in Para. [0017]. Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR L 84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance.

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. This claim appears to be an exact duplicate of the last 4 lines of claim 4. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-5, 7-8 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Specht et al is cited to show a friction type energy absorber in a seat belt retractor, 
and Anderson, Johnsson et al and Layh are cited to show various electromagnetically operated 
friction brakes. None of the prior art devices however show or render obvious the combination 
set forth in claim 1 including the provision that the electromagnet is repelled from the stationary 
member towards the spool internal surface to frictionally engage the surface.
